With respect to claims 5 and 9, the prior arts of record, singly or in combination, 
fail to teach the features of claim(s) limitations thereof. As explained in the 30 May 
2007 decision from the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (p. 4-5, p. 7 last 
paragraph), the prior arts of record in light of applicant's specification (p. 5 lines 13-15) 
fail to teach a method and system incorporating provisioning processes data storage for 
provisioning processes data for each web service of the plurality of web services and for 
each of a plurality of provisioning web services that correlate to respective 
administrative systems supporting the plurality of web services. The prior arts also fail 
to teach wherein each node of the plurality of nodes comprises web service invocation 
data for invoking the respective provisioning web service that correlates to an 
administrative system supporting the first web service. 

Claims 2, 3, 12, and 13 further limit the allowed claims and are also allowed.
